BAGK ON ITS FEET 


Mill Burns, Cashier Takes Over 
Promoter’s Insurance Suit and 
Wins $21,000. 


DENVER, Colo., March 3.—The finan- 
cial convolutions of an unidentified man 
from Kansas yesterday placed the de- 
funct Fforence State Bank of Florence, 
Colo., on its feet through a decision 
of the Supreme Court awarding $27,000 
insurance money to the cashier of that 
institution. The financial entanglements 
of the Kansan started with a deserted 
mill and an abandoned gold mine. 

Several years ago a mill was built at 
Florence, Colo., to treat ore with a 
cyanide process, which failed. A man 
from Kansas City bought the mill, to- 
gether with an old mine, for $10,000, and 
organized the Colorado Mining, Milling 
and Leasing Co., used the structure to 
get out a prospectus and sold stock to 
the amount of $120,000 to Kansas and 
Nebraska people. 

Insurance on the place required a spe- 
cia] risk contract, by which protection 
to the amount of $60,000 was obtained 
from seven different companies. The 
‘mill was destroyed by fire. Six com- 
panies paid claims presented, but the 
seventh refused. 

The Kansan assigned the suit to the 
bank and disappeared. Damages in the 
gum of $21,000 with interest at 8 per cent 
were awarded to the cashier, acting as 
receiver for the bank, against the in- 
surance company. The money received 
from the suit will place the bank on its 
feet. 


YOUTH LOSES SUIT FOR 
$32,788 IN OWN HOUSE 


Not Entitled to Money Re- 
moved After He Received 
Home. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 3.— 
Norris E. Northrip of Springfield, Mo., 
toet $32,788 through a decision by the 
Supreme Court today, which held he 
was not entitled to money and securi- 
ties which the late James Burge, a 
wealthy recluse, kept hidden in a cot- 
tage he deeded to the boy a few days 
before his death. 

Burge was a carpenter and lived alone 
on the outskirts of Springfield. He 
accumulated a small fortune. A few 
days before his death, Feb. %, 1911, he 
deeded to young Northrip, who delivered 
milk to him, the house in which he 
lived and witnesses testified that he said 
also its “contents.” 

When the deed was made, $32,78 in 
money and mortgages were hidden 
above two doors and in his work bench. 
Three days after the deed was made 
the money and notes were deposited in 
banks at Springfield in the name of 
Burge and Mrs. Ellen Burge, a sister- 
in-law. Northrip sued for it but the 
court holds that the deed to the house 
did not cover the money which was 
hidden tn the house at the time.

WASHINGTON, March 3.—The great- 
est armada ever assembled will gather 
in Caribbean waters for the formal open- 
ing of the Panama Canal on Jan. 1, 
1915.

The only redeeming feature of archi- 
tectural conditions they found was in 
the schools, which they pronounced of 
high order. Morgan said our Art Mu- 
seum has a great deal of ordinary art 
but that its tendencies are splendid. It 
contains a considerable lot of stuff 
which might have been considered art 
25 years ago, he said, but the manage- 
ment now is purchasing the best of 
modern art. 

The Jefferson memorial they pro- 
nounced flimsy and they criticised the 
stvle of the art museum because it did 
not “balance” tn its wings.

I told them I would tell 
the truth, and that I would not perjure 
myself and go to the penitentiary for 
Simon or anyone else.

“The craps game has been exposed by 
the Post-Dispatch,’’ Capt. Singleton 
said, “and the men who have been op- 
erating it will now, of course, be wary 
and on the lookout for the police. The 
fact that a Post-Dispatch reporter ob- 
tained admittance to the third floor and 
‘witnessed the craps game shows that 
some member of the Police Department 
also should have been able to get in.” 

The three Police Sergeants, in whose 
precinct Butler’s saloon is sitsuated, 
told Capt. Singleton they never had 
heard of a gambling game being con- 

t ducted there. A Post-Dispatch reporter 
F learned the game had been operated a 
long while.

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CAPITOL BUILDING 


Commission Demands Carthage 
Product; Contractor Insists off 
Using Another Kjnd. 


JEFFERSON CITY, March 3,— 
Serious delay in the contsruction of 
Missouri's new capitol, because of a 
deadlock between the commission 
and the contractor over the kind ef 
stone to be used, was indicated to- 
day, when the commission met and 
discussed its future course. Sub- 
contracts have not been approved 
and representatives of John Gill, the 
builder, contend that this is being 
used as a club to force the use of 
Carthage stone. 

A delay of several months was in- 
dicated today and few believe that 
Gill will be able to complete the 
structure by July, 1916, the time set 
by the contract. 

Gill is making al) preparations for 


the use of Ste. Genevieve stone and’ 


it was intimated that an injunction 
might be Brought if he tried to un- 
load of some of it on the grounds or 
that his contract might be canceled 
on the ground that his attitude was 
causing unnecessary delay. 

Work on the bullding has already been 
delayed nearly two months, and the ex- 
tent of further delay will depend on the 
approval by the commissioners of the 
subcontracts and the approval of the 
stone to be used in the building. 

W. H. Phelps interested. 

Since the old capitol burned and the 

preliminary plans for a new capitol 
were first considered, Col. William H. 
Phelps of Carthage has taken an active 
interest in the capitol, devoting the 
greater part of his attention to making 
sure that Carthage stone would be used 
in the building. . 
‘Secretary of State Cornelius Roach, 
whose home is in Carthage, has also 
interested himself in the stone situatio. 
and is an active ‘‘booster’’ for Carthage 
stone. Roach was one of the members 
of the Board of Permanent Seat of Gov- 
ernment which selected the members of 
the Capitol Commission Board. 

After the contract for the erection of 
the Capitol had been awarded to John 
Gill & Sons Co. of Cleveland and Gill 
had determined that he would not use 
Carthage stone, because by using an- 
other product he could save $135,000 on 
his contract, Gill employed former Sen- 
ator A, E. lL, Gardner of St. Louis 
County to represent him in his dealings 
with the Capito] Commission and sup- 
port a demand by Gill that he be per- 
mitted to use Ste. Genevieve stone in- 
stead of Carthage stone. 

Demand ou Commissien. 

Gardner served on the commission a 
demand that it approve the subcontracts 
submitted. These include the iron and 
bronze work, the reinforced concrete 
work, plate glass, the approval of the 
modeler for carved work, the mechani- 
¢al contract, heating, electrical, powe; 
plant and drainage, plumbing ard sheet 
metal work. It is the contention of 
the Gill representatives that the com- 
mission is holding up the approval of 
the contracts in an effort to-compel 
him to use Carthage stone, to which the 
commissio is giving unanimous support. 

Gill contends that work on many sub- 
contracts must be carried on simulta- 
neously with the erection of the steel 
for the building, and that a failure to 
approve the contracts will seriously de- 
lay the building. 

There is in Jefferson City a report 
that other political interests of the 
State, particularly in St. Louis, have 
been attempting to influence the com- 
mission to use other than Carthage 
stone. The report connects this inter- 
ést with ownership of stock in the Bed- 
ford (Ind.) quarries. The commissioners 
deny that there has been any attempt 
on the part of any person to obtain ap- 
proval of particular stone, except puib- 
lic arguments made at regular meetings 
of the commission by practical stone 
men. 

A. A. Speer, one of the commissioners, 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter: ‘‘Tine 
commission is guided solely by its de- 
site to obtain the best building stone 
possible for the capitol, and we int&nd 
to see that the capitol is built of the 
best stone to be had in the State of 
Missouri.”’

OLDERS NOW 
A BOARD OF 
ONLY 


Members Propose to Change 
Tentative Draft Providing 
for’ 28 Members. 


An effort will be made by some of 
the members of the Board of Freehold- 
ers at an early meeting to reduce the 
number of members of the Board of 
Aldermen to be created by the new 
charter from. 28 to 14. 

The lreeholders, several months ago, 
decided to provide for one Alderman 
from each of the 28 wards, as the city 
is now districted. The Aldermen are to 
be nominated at large and.elected at 
large, but each ward is to have one 
representative. 

Chdirman Jesse McDonald has served 
notice on the otber members of the 
board that at the first meeting when 
all members are present he will call up 
the question of reducing the number of 
Aldermen. Louis P. Aloe, another mem- 
ber, also has been working on the same 
problem, and will propose that the city 
be divided into 14 wards, with one As- 
semblyman from each \ward, nominated 
and elected as originally provided. 


Change in Constitution Awaited. 
This would reduce the Board of Al- 


dermen to 14 members, and make it, in 
the opinion of those members who fa- 
vor it, a much more efficient working 
body than a board of 28 members. 

The scheme of nominating and elect- 
ing the members of the Board of Al- 
dermen at large will contnnue only un- 
til the Constitution of the State can be 
amended to,permit of their election by 
wards or districts. The members of 
the Board of. Freeholders have taken 
the opinion that district representation 
in St. Louis was desired. Under the 


house of legislation, it must be elected 
at large. ) 

The board finally adopted a plan 
suggested by Samuel Rosenfeld that 
each ward should be entitled to one 
representative in the Assembly, but 
that the nominations must be made 
Under this plan 
the voters of each ward probably 
would hold preliminary meetings or 
primaries to agree upon the men they 
wished to put forward as a candi- 
date for the Board of Aldermen. 

The candidates selected by the cit- 
izens .of the ward then would be 
placed on the primary election ballot, 
and the nominations would be made 
by the voters of the entire city.

FOURTH FIGURE: The gentleman starts with the right foot to the right, takes a step with 
the left foot in the same direction and makes a long chasse with the right foot on one side. He starts 
from this chasse—one step: with the right, one with the left and a chasse with the right, to begin again 
at the third step and always in the same direction. At the last chasse he starts in the ‘opposite direc- 
tion from the right and takes four steps. At the end of the fourth he chasses with the left foot forward, 
takes two steps, chasses again with the left and starts the third time to turn on this last chasse, takes 
four steps and again begins the whole figure, which ends with a chasse to the right and a chasse to 
the left, alternating twice. 
‘The lady takes the same steps, starting with the left foot to the left. 
In this figure when the couple take the side step they are always side to side. The body and the 
head are tur ned i in the direction followed, but at each ‘chasse the man and the woman look at each a a Ml Ss 
other and turn their busts toward one another.

But Ciisieaiciiians Reserves 
Right, if It Fails to Get

United States, to Get It 
Whenever It Can, Cabinet 
Official. Tells Parliament. 


ENGLISH RESENT THE 
DELAY IN MEXICO 


Sir Edward Grey Says There 
Is No Intention to Engage 
in Any Fantastic Show of 
Force, but That He Won't 
Let the Subject Rest. 


LONDON, March 3.—The British 
Government’s view that no immedia- 
ate action would be taken by it in 
connection with the deadlock over 
the investigation into the death, at 


Juarez of William S. Benton, a Brit- 
ish subject, was made quite plain to- 
day in the House of Commons by Sir 
Edward Grey, the British Foreign 
Secretary. : 

Sir Edward was equally explicit in 
pointing out that, if Great Britain 
failed to obtain satisfaction through 
the United Stdtes, the British Gov- 
ernment reserved the right to get 
reparation whenever it could. 

The promised pronouncement on 
the Mexican situation from the For- 
eign Secretary had been anxiously 
awaited. It was delivered before a 
keenly interested gathering of the 
members of the House of Commons. 

Replying to a question, Sir Edward 
Grey said that Great Britaen had not 
recognized Gen.- Villa as a belligerent. 
A further juestion brought the state- 
ment that no assurances had been ob- 
tained from Provisional President 
Hiuerta regarding ‘the protection of 
British subjects in Mexico. 

Intense resentment has been dis- 
played throughout the British Isles 
over what is regarded as the attempt 
ow the part of’ Carranza, the Consti- 
tutionalist leader, to sow discord be- 
tween England and the United States, 
and also over the repeated delays in 
the investigation of the death of 
Benton. 

Sir Edward's Statement. 

In reply to a question as to the in- 
vestigation into the death of Benton, 
Sir Edward said: 

“Tt must ask leave of the Hduse to 
make a somewhat more extended state- 
ment than can properly be compressed 
within the Hmits of an. answer to a 
question. 

‘‘All the efforts that have been made 
hitherto have failed to secure an inves- 
tigation in the facts respecting the 
death of William S. Benton, 

“The persistent difficulties put in the 
way of such an investigation create the 
strongest presumption of a desire and 
an intention to conceal the truth on the 
part of those in Mexico who are re- 
sponsible for what has happened. 

“Communications with the Govern- 
ment of the United States are still pro- 
ceeding, but I repeat what I said last 
week—that these communications do not 
imply that the Government of the Unit- 
ed States has any responsibility. for 
what has taken place—by which I mean, 
of course, the death of Benton. 

“While, therefore, we shall welcome 
any action that the United States is 
prepared to take to secure justice, we 
have no title to demand as a right that 
the United States should itself resort 
to the use of force. 

“One can demand that another Gov- 
ernment should go to all lengths to se- 
cure reparation for a crime only when 
one holds that Government in some way 
responsible for the commission of the 
crime. 

Untted States’ Interest. 

“So far the United States has shown 
at least as much interest in the death 
in Mexico of a British subject as it has 
in the case of outrages on American 
citizens—for I understand that several 
Americans have been killed in Mexico. 


| And the United States has shown every 


desire to use its influence to secure 
protection for British subjects in the 
Mexican territory controlled by those 
described as Constitutionalists. 

‘T would, therefore, sum up the sit- 
vation by saying that if the United 
States thinks it proper to take further 
steps on behalf of its own citizens or 
of a British subject, we will gladiy 
await the result. But if for reasons 
of ite own the United Sttaes does, not 
think it desirable to take such steps, 
we must, of cOurs®e, reserve to our- 
selves the right te secure reparation 
whenever there is an opportunity two 
do #0. . 

“Our general policy towards Mexico 
and the Central 
republics is confined to commercial inter- 


ests, which we keep within non-politi- | 


cal limits. <As a rule, therefore, al! 
questions that arise between those rep- 
resentatives and ourselves are settled 
by diplomatic means ur can be referred 
to arbitration). 

Difficult Situation. 

“The violent death of a British subje ot 
and the refusal by those responsibl. 
in Mexico to allow the circumstances 
to be Investigated make it incumbent 
upon us to do what we can on our 
own behalf. 

« “Assuming that the United States docs 


‘ot itself desire to take any responsi- 


bility for intervention, it has been urgud 
upon me that we should take immediate 
action without, acwever, giving me any

suggestion or indication of what action 
we can take at the moment. 

“I must repeat what I said last week— 
that there is nothing we efefctively 
can do under present conditions. 

‘The Government in Mexicc City has 
ne control over the territory where the 
death of Benton took place nor over 
those responsible for his death. We 
cannot, therefore, under the present cir- 
cumstances, secure reparatior through 
that Government. 

“We have no intention of engaging 
in what vn our part would be such a 
fantastic attempt as the sending of n 
force—which to be effective would 
have to be a very large force—into 
any part of Mexico, 

“Under ordinary circumstances we 
might have taken action at a port or by 
way of blockade. Under present condi- 
tions if we took such action and it had 
any effect, it could only result in giv- 
ing assistance to the contending party 
in North Mexico. 

“To take action that would positively 
help those from whom we demand.rep- 
aration simply for the sake of appear- 
ing to do something would be worse 
than futile. 

“But we do not intend to let the mat- 
ter rest, and as soon as by any change 
of circumstances it is in our power to 
carry the matter further, we shall take 
whatever steps may be practicable.”’

The 
results obtained thus far--the conviction of 400 
unlicensed, irregular practitioners—should be 
some argument in favor of the end justifying the 
means.

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The final decree of the Federal Circuit Judges 
in the Terminal suit is disappointing only in the 
absence of a specific order for the abolition of 
the arbitrary. The Judges quote the words of 
the Supreme Court, perpetually enjoining the 
Terminal combine from making any “special o1 
so-called arbitrary charges” for the use of the 


ing within the 100-mile zone that are not made 
on traffic originating outside of that zone. 

In view of the wording of the clause; its con- 
text and the evidence submitted in the suit that 
the railroads in the Terminal combine had abol- 
ished all arbitrary charges outside the 100-mile 
zone, but one construction can be put upon this 
clause, namely, that it was {intended to wipe out 
all arbitrary charges. The designation of the 
Terminal Railway as an extension of the tracks 
and the terminal system of each road using it 
confirms this construction. It is ‘emphasized by 
the order that goods must be billed direct to St. 
Louis and East St. Louis with St. Louis rates. 

The Terminal railroads will put any other con- 
struction on the clause at their peril. If they re- 
tain the arbitrary charges within the 100-mile zone 
they will be liable to a summons for contempt in 
disobeying the decree and to dissolution. In order 
to prove that they make arbitrary charges on traf- 
fic originating outside the 100-mile zone the rail- 
roads will have to stultify themselves by proving 
that they deceived St. Louis when they agreed to 
abolish the arbitrary on such traffic and that 
they lied in announcing its abolition. They will 
bave to admit that good faith and veracity are un- 
known terms to their managers. 

The only decent course for the Terminal rail- 
roads to pursue is to accept the plain intent of 
the arbitrary clause and wipe out all arbitrary 
charges. They should at once place St. Louls on 
2 normal railroad basis. 

The opinion of former Attorney-General Wick- 
ersham and former State’s Attorney-Genera) Crow 
that the Supreme Court intended to abolish the ar- 
bitrary is shared by Attorney-General McRey- 
nolds. A contrary construction on the part of the 
Terminal railroads will result in another appeal to 
the Federal Supreme Court for a ruling on the dis- 
puted point. , 

The remainder of the decree is satisfactory in 
that it orders the elimination of all monopoly 
It opens the Term- 
inal bridges and dther facilities to all railroads on 
equal terms without monopolistic conditions. The 
wiping out of the monopoly contracts must in time 
inevitably wipe out the monopoly practices and 
charges of which they were the bulwarks. 

The decree as it stands marks the end of a 
gigantic railroad combine controlling the gateway 
to St. Louis, which has done more to handicap this: 
city, hinder its growth, hamper its traffic and har- 


bined. 
It is a smashing blow at the “cinch” of special 
interests which have throttled the energies of 


St. Louis. 
The completion of the free bridge by insuring 


bridge competition would add the finishing touch.

The success of the St. Louis Symphony Or-

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THE VOGUE OF THE REVOLVER. 

Special measures for restraining the reign of 
the revolver in St. Louis have become a duty.

When resentment was shown because of his 
violation of gang ethics in testifying against a 
gangster, he used his revolver against Simon as 
a matter of course.

S Owsley, dead at their home Sunday afternoon. 

Charles A. Gates was bored because a tango 
dance in a family with which he lodged had con- 
tinued late. He used a revolver in speeding the 
parting guests at 2 a. m. Sunday. As a result a 
promising life is lost to the community in the 
killing of Douglas Conroy, brother of a clergy- 
man and an employe of the city hospital, who con- 
tributed from his salary of $25 a month to the sup- 
port of a dependent mother.

The famous—or infamous—‘“five reasons” why 
the United States so long lagged behind other na. 
tions in establishing a parcel post service (the 
five reasons being the five express companies), 
are apparently no longer valid in the United 
States Senate. 

On Friday, Feb. 27, the Senate by a vote of 33 
to 24 rejected the proposal to strip the Postmas- 
ter-General of power to lower rates and alter 
regulations of the parcel post without specific au- 
thorization in each instance by Congress. Mr. 
Burleson and his successors are left free to man- 
age the people’s express company on a com- 
petitive basis, and the sly effort of the “five rea- 
sons” to hamstring the public service is defeated. 

On the same day the Senate rejected Senator 
Bankhead’s proposition to prohibit further weight 
increases—an amendment designed to prevent 
Postmaster-General Burleson from raising the 
weight limit from 50 to 100 pounds.

advocates of equal suffrage: “What incident or reason lead you to — 
up the cause of votes for women?”

Chairman of the Standing Committee on riieuiil of the 
Missouri Equal Suffrage Association. 


To the Editor of the ‘Post-Dispatch: 


Y ardent support of the cause of equal suffrage came about with me, 
as it has done with many other women, from my own experience, As” 
long as I remained a home-keeping woman, or .ven as long as I 
worked at home at my craft, I was, as are so many others, quite indifferent 
to the necessity of obtaining the franchise for my sex. 

About ten years ago, in a very amateur sort of way I became interested 
in work at the old Self-Culture Hall, Nineteenth and Carr streets, now 
merged ‘with Neighborhood Association. It did not take me long to learn 
that the same people who were giving large sums in charity were often 
themselves, sometimes knowingly, often unknowingly, the direct causes of 
the conditions their gifts were meant to alleviate. It was the alliance be- 
tween busi and politics that made so much of this oppression and distress 
possible. 

The next thing to help me was the formation of the Woman’s Trade 
Union League and an attempt to get a 9-hour law for women, At first all 
went surprisingly well, but when the bill reached the Senate it seemed to 
be bewitched. It was stuck in committee; it missed its place on the ¢alen- 
dar. Everything that could happen, did happen. At last the bill got to 
the Governor and to our great joy the Governor signed it. But in some 
mysterious way the wrong and amended bill got into his hands, was 
signed, was of no use to us. 

The next session the Social Service Conference formed a Legislative Com- 
mittee, with a distinguished lawyer to represent them, and baqked_by a list 
of voters’ names in every district, by dint of hard and brilliant work put this 
bill through. 

Equal or worse chicanery met the suffragists when they tried at the last 
Assembly to get the suffrage amendment submitted in 1914. Our friends 
in the Assembly assured us that the political trick then played would never 
have been tried on any body of people whom the legislators thought cap- 
able of inflicting punishment in return. ae 

The questions of government and taxation touch us all. By the exer 
cise of the suffrage we can educate ourselves not only upon the questions 
upon which we vote, but also to learn to regard ourselves not as isolated 
individuals, but integral parts of a great body politic and citizens of the | 


world.

Oats futures were steady, in sympathy 
with corn, and developed a slightly bet- 
ter cash and speculative demand. 

in the Jate market all futures broke 
rather sharply, on resolutions intro- 
duced in the House at Washington, 
characterizing the Chicago Board of 
Trade as operating in restraint of 
trade. 

Liverpool wheat futures opened steady 
and unchanged, with good support stim- 
ulated by the firmness in Manitoba of- 
fers and fewer Plate offers, and later 
prices advanced %d to 4d. There was a 
small increase in the visible supply and 
an improved demand for spot, with mill- 
era buying. 

Liverpool corn opened unchanged and 
later March declined 4d, with realiz- 
ing. The steady American cables and 
the firmness in Buenos Aires were off- 
set by the disappointing ‘spot demand 
and favorable weather in Argentina. 

The visible supply of wheat in Europe 
this week amounts to 82,500, bu. 
against 82,320,000 last week, showing an 
increase of 180,000. Last week there was 
an increase of 2,536,000 bu and last year 
an increase of 4,000,000 bu, when the 
total amounted to 84,900,000 bu.
